Bids will be received by the city 


manager up to 8 o'clock next Mon- 
day night for the construction of 
curb and gutter and storm drains to 
>e installed on Canal street from 
the railroad to the river, and it is 
expected that the contract for this 
work will be let on the bids received 
at that time. It is planned to stait 
the work immediately after the con- 
Uact is awarded. 


This is the nest step toward the 


permanent paving of Canal street 
and every effort will be made to 
\ave the work lushed to completion 
just as eaily as possible. The paving 
work will be done by the county in 
accordance with the call for election 
on the bond issue for the paving of 
the roads in this district, but the curb 
and storm drains will be installed by 
the city on the basis of the city pay- 
ing one-third of the cost and the 
property owners on each side of the 
stveet, paying one-third. 


,The paving will be with rock base, 


oil treated and a top dressing and 
oil binder. This paving will extend 
from the cement paving to the curb 
on both sides of the street.
